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The Past is Always Present 
Thoughts on...

It drives my wife crazy that all my friends and I 
do is talk about the good old days. I’m sure it’s because 
we can’t remember much of what we did last week. 

Many of our memories are of our days at Center 
School in the original building built in 1898 and in the 
new additions built in 1937 and 1952. For some of us of 
a certain age, our parents were students there as well. I 
recall seeing my father’s name written on the clock-tower 
wall. I added my own as did my children who, though 
not students there, were allowed to add theirs by Mr. 
Mudgie Tavares, the beloved long-time custodian. 

Looking back at our days in Center School and 
later at Old Rochester were idyllic. We were a diverse 
group with no obvious issues reflective of the world 
outside. Our memories were of favorite teachers, field 
days, the day all the boys wore red pants to school and 
the principal, Mr. Kobak, sent us home to change into 
something “more respectable.” That sort of thing. 

There was good old Mr. Flynn, the basketball 
coach. I never had him as a teacher, but I was on 
the basketball team. Boys and girls basketball and 
cheerleading were the only sports at Center School. I was 
lucky enough to make the team, though I was short and 
wore glasses. I had a heck of a layup but not much of a 
jump shot, so I sat at the end of the bench and only got 
into the game if we were way ahead, which wasn’t often. 
If you made a turnover or missed a foul shot, Coach Flynn 
would rap you on your head with his big Providence 
College ring. He left a deep impression on me if you get 
my drift. 

Mrs. Root’s Geography Fair was a much- 
anticipated event. Each student in her classes would paint 
a country or two. The kids could pick any color they liked 
for their country. Those were the days of the “red scare,” 
so Russia or the U.S.S.R. as it was known, was always red

(using up a year’s worth of 
paint because it was so big, 
but it was worth it), Ireland 
was green and so on. When 
the pieces were hung together 
like a jigsaw puzzle, the map 
would cover the entire wall 
of the gymnasium, floor to 
ceiling. The custodian helped 
put it up with his long ladder. 
Everybody chipped in to help. 
We learned a lot about the 
world that way. 

Her History Fair was 
another annual event we all looked forward to. All the 
students dressed up as historical figures and prepared 
reports on their subjects. The dressing up was always 
a hit, not the reports. I was Teddy Roosevelt, bushy 
mustache and all. 

Mr. Pierce was a favorite who taught science as 
was Mr. Hamon, the math teacher, though some kids 
would make fun of him because he wore the same clothes 
every day. Both moved on to the high school when it

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opened. He was a colleague years later when I taught at 
Old Rochester. He was a nice guy and didn’t deserve the 
disrespect. Lucy Agnalt was my favorite. She was my 
ninth-grade homeroom and Latin teacher. She made me 
the editor of the school paper, The Log, a mimeographed 
weekly. Sadly, she left early that year with cancer. 
Everyone loved Mrs. Agnalt. 

People don’t believe me when I tell of the 
shooting range in the basement. All the boys learned gun 
safety shooting at targets with a 22-caliber, pellet rifles. 
All the girls took home economics in the next room where 
they learned to sew bandages ... only kidding. After that, I 
went hunting with my father and froze to death. I haven't 
touched a gun since. 

Most everyone walked to school because most 
everyone lived in the village. In the eighth grade, I 
became a crossing guard in charge of the corner across 
from St. Anthony’s Church. I did such a great job ... no 
fatalities ... that by the ninth grade I was promoted to 
guarding the corner of Church and Barstow Streets, which 
had much more traffic, which is to say very little. The 
town was smaller then. 

The school’s original building became the Senior 
Center, and the two additions are all gone, both of which 
were replaced by a modern, architectural beauty that 
blends perfectly with the original building. Now, due 
to enrollment issues, there is talk of removing all the 
children to Old Hammondtown School. The buildings 
may have changed uses or disappeared, but the memories 
remain. Someone said a building isn’t a school, it’s the 
children and teachers in it. 

I think I said that last week. Who can remember?

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sewer work, water and gas piping will also be updated. 
Piping in this area dates back to the early 20th century, it 
was noted. 

Another much needed system repair and 
upgrade is that of a failing culvert on Pine Island Road. 
Highway Surveyor Garrett Bauer said that a grant in the 
amount of $200,000 (Mattapoisett to make a 10% match) 
is being sought and asked the board to approve a letter 
of endorsement for the project to be included with the 
grant documentation required. Lorenco said a stream is 
currently running freely under the roadway, highlighting 
the need to replace the crumbled box culvert. 

The board accepted the resignations of Trevor 
Francis from the Conservation Commission and E. Robert 
Garde as plumbing inspector, and the appointments of 
Christopher Brennan to the Cultural Council and Virginia 
Nelson to the Agricultural Commission. 

A public hearing was held for prescribed changes 
to the Waterfront Rules and Regulations. Lorenco said 
no public comments were received during the time the 
document was publicly posted. No comments were made 
during the public hearing. The hearing was closed and the 
updated document approved. 

Lorenco said that a public meeting will be held 
on Wednesday, April 12, to discuss Phase 2A of the 
Mattapoisett Bike Path. This section will take users from 
Depot Street to the entrance of Industrial Drive. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Select Board 
is planned for Tuesday, April 11, at 6:30 pm.

Tabitha Louise Tripp—Cooper 
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Harbormaster Seeks Clarity, Budget Support 
Marion Marine Resources Commission 
By Mick Colageo 

Deputy Harbormaster Adam Murphy came away 
with a measure of confidence from his recent meeting 
with new Town Administrator Geoff Gorman, in which 
they and Harbormaster Isaac Perry went over “how the 
(Harbormaster) Department operates and how to make it 
better, reach goals that we’ve set. 

“I can honestly say after meeting with the town 
administrator ... he’s hands-on, he knows what we 
need to do. He’s very supportive of the (new Marine 
Center) building,” Murphy told the Marine Resources 
Commission during Monday night’s public meeting at the 
Music Hall. 

According to Murphy, Gorman has asked the 
department for a three-year plan as it searches for boat- 
storage rental space. Sheltered space is “difficult to 
find,” said Murphy, who noted that even the local boat 
companies rent space to absorb their overflow. 

Though its day-to-day operations will not see 
a recognizable difference going forward, the last year 
has been tumultuous for a Harbormaster Department 
leveraged by statewide police reform into budgetary 
constraints, reorganization and heightened concerns as 
to how the department will continue to provide many 
customary services. 

“I can’t stress it enough that the MRC needs to dig 
their heels in with what they want to see. ... It really has to 
come from you guys,” Murphy told the membership. 

In addition to the rising cost of a new 
headquarters construction yet to begin, the department 
lost its storage space when the town sold its property 
on Atlantic Drive. Meantime, the Department of Public 
Works is ahead of the Harbormaster Department in its 
effort to construct a new operations center at Benson 
Brook. 

The harbormaster hopes the old DPW site can 
function as boat storage and help preserve the former’s 
capital interests, but that scenario is three years away. The 
town has also told Perry that the deteriorating seawall at 
Island Wharf falls on the Harbormaster Department.

“We're trying to come up with a temporary fix 
until grant funding becomes available,” said Murphy, 
noting that “time was too short” to apply for a grant that 
was available in February. “The town wants MRC and 
(Harbormaster) Department to take that project on.” 

MRC member Peter Borsari asked Murphy if the 
town plans to make its front-end loader available to the 
Harbormaster when a storm is coming in. 

“T hope so. ... [have a commitment from the town 
administrator ... he seemed pretty enthusiastic that we’re 
able to use the town’s equipment,” said Murphy. 

Murphy met with the Finance Committee last 
week to discuss the Harbormaster Department’s FY24 
budget and reported to the MRC that the FinCom raised

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no red flags with news that repairs on the existing patrol 
boat are going up. 

“Next year changes to reflect the outsourcing of 
stuff in the near future until we get a facility adequate 
for the Harbormaster,” explained Murphy. “People are 
sending in their invoices and paying them, no issues with 
that.” 

Former Chairman Greg Houdelette, who presided 
over Monday night’s MRC meeting in lieu of Chairman 
Vin Malkoski, who was unable to attend, noted that 
floats are an issue separate from indirect costs to the 
department. 

Murphy was encouraged to learn that the town 
has indicated it will split the cost of using its equipment 
to get floats in and out of the water. 

“(Gorman) was trying to explain to us how the 
indirect costs affect our budget,” said Murphy. “The 
indirect costs are an accounting exercise, so we know the 
cost of operating the ... department. They’re not taking 
that money from us.” 

Murphy said he is still trying to achieve clarity on 
the matter. As he has understood it, the money that the 
Harbormaster puts into the town’s General Fund does not 
go into the Waterways Account. “That question should 
really come from the MRC so we can budget forward,” 
said Murphy, stressing the point of the commission’s 
involvement. 

MRC member Scott Cowell acknowledged that 
Finance Director Judy Mooney “explained some of it.” 

“(After) meeting with Judy, I was under the 
impression that she was going to cut some of the 
percentages ... but the meeting on (March 22) I was under 
the impression they’re not going to take the money from 
us,” said Murphy. 

Murphy estimated there is $239,000 in the 
Waterways Account but with capital projects drawing 
upon it. Upon reviewing his spreadsheet, Murphy said 
there was $10,000 remaining that was going back into the 
Waterways Account. “Apparently that’s not the fact,” he 
told the MRC. 

“We generate $12,000 in shellfish permits; $6,000 
we propagate, the other $6,000 goes back to the General

Fund,” said Murphy, noting that the department’s annual 
operating budget comes out of Waterways Account. He 
said the General Fund gets half the money generated 
by water-related taxes and revenue, but he admitted to 
confusion as to whether the Harbormaster Department is 
being charged or if those operating costs are only isolated 
as an accounting exercise for informational purposes. 

The Harbormaster has increased boat-related 
fees to generate $150,000 in general funds for the Marine 
Center construction project. 

Cowell said the department’s last increase was in 
2015. “That was supposed to keep carrying over ... so we 
weren’t in a predicament when we went to buy a boat ... 
then ‘indirects’ went up,” he said.

My dog itches almost consistently in the summer 
and fall and loses hair over his back near his tail.

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According to Murphy, the Waterways Account 
was charged $186,000 in indirect costs and after 
budgeting, had $10,000 remaining in the account. 

Citing almost $60,000 for a new dinghy dock, 
Murphy said that many boat owners are selling larger 
vessels and replacing them with smaller ones. 

“We're the ones building the floats, we maintain 
the floats ... but all the revenues that are made from that 
go to the General Fund,” said Murphy. 

Cowell said a cement float requires insurance and 
any benefits derived “should come back to Waterways 
(Account) because the Waterways paid for that float,” he 
said. “Who rebuilds those floats but us? They’ve got to 
have some responsibility somewhere.” 

Murphy encouraged the MRC to seek a meeting 
with Gorman. 

“We not only need to get this laid out and 
(arranged by) line item, but we want reasons. I feel a lot of 
times like we’re being treated like an enterprise account 
and we’re not,” said Houdelette, who said he will discuss 
next steps with Malkoski and set up a schedule. “We may 
sit down with (Gorman) for a couple of hours to get this 
straightened out.” 

“I can assure you he will take everything you 
have to say and process it, and he will definitely have an 
answer for you,” said Murphy. 

Meantime, the Marine Center, which fell 
$700,000 short of its grant-funding goals compounded 
by spectacular inflation over the past two years, is ina 
holding pattern. Murphy indicated the next presentation 
to voters would occur at a Special Fall Town Meeting, not 
the May 8 Annual Town Meeting. 

Houdelette introduced the former sporting goods 
store across Front Street as a potential Plan B. “Really this 
is just an exercise ... we won't know what we want to do 
with this until we know about the main building,” he 
said. 

Architect Will Saltonstall, who attended the 
meeting, said the fire has left a shell of a building. 

“It’s in the flood zone, it’s too low, encumbered 
by the same rules down here (at Island Wharf.) Steel 
structure, needs a lot of work, had a fire, in pretty rough 
shape,” summarized Saltonstall, who noted property 
owner Frank Fletcher will put it on the market at some 
point. 

Tabor Academy’s athletic fields are immediately 
adjacent to the store, but Murphy doubted its viability 
as a parking lot for Old Landing. Murphy said the Select 
Board allowed use of the Cushing Community Center 
parking lot but also said that lot is full. 

Murphy told the commissioners that Perry, 
who had back surgery during the winter, will soon be 
returning to his duties as harbormaster. 

Tad Wollenhaupt was recognized as a full 
member of the MRC, and Houdelette noted that Ray 
Cullum becomes the first alternate. 

The next meeting of the Marine Resources

Homeowner Willing to Cooperate i 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The March 27 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission found its members sitting 
across the conference table from homeowner Katherine 
Wood, 1 Pinebrook Lane. Wood said that when she 
recently learned that cutting and clearing activities on 
her property were in violation of an issued Order of 
Conditions, she was surprised. She was further alarmed 
that the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection might be involved. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Mike King 
explained that before Wood purchased her property, 
there had been considerable pushback from abutters over 
the subdivision originally owned by Greta Fox. Those 
disagreements led to the introduction of the DEP, which 
issued a Superseding Order of Conditions. 

The current commission became involved more 
recently when it was learned that Wood’s husband 
had cleared what was to have been a remediation area. 
Instead, chestnut trees were planted in the cleared space. 

Wood explained that she and her husband were 
not completely aware of the Order of Conditions and 
were concerned that invasive species and other unwanted 
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vegetation along with dead trees were problematic for 
the family, which includes three small children. Wood 
expressed her concern over dead trees and the potential of 
related injuries. 

King said the commission is willing to work 
with her, to help her understand the limits imposed on 
landscapes in jurisdictional areas and that all future work 
needed to be brought before the commission for review 
before moving forward. 

The commission agreed to meet with Wood at the 
property for a baseline review of the conditioned areas 
and to help her establish next steps. Wood expressed her 
gratitude and willingness to work with the commission. 

In other business, the commission approved an 
Order of Conditions for reconstruction of Old Slough 
Road that included an Operation and Maintenance 
agreement, a replication area and a two-year cycle of the 
condition of the replication area, including reports. 

A request for a Certificate of Compliance for 139 
Bowman Road by Jamie Bissonnette of Long Built Homes 
hit a bit of a roadblock when the commissioners heard 
from Conservation Agent Brandon Faneuf that the seller, 
Next Generation Solar, had in his estimation, “the most 
poorly constructed solar farm I’ve ever seen.” He noted 
that after a couple of years, there remained bare ground 
absent of any vegetation and erosion controls that were 
not effective. 

King asked Bissonnette if he could talk to the 
property owners, make them aware of issues at the 
site and hopefully move the requested Certificate of 
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Compliance closer to approval. King noted that previous 
attempts to get Next Grid to fix problems at the solar field 
have been met with silence. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Conservation Commission is planned for Monday, April 
10, at 6:30 pm. 


RMS Drawing Closer to Solar 
Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board Tuesday night took 
the proposal for a large-scale, solar array at Rochester 
Memorial School several steps closer to approval. 

The board approved the requirement that the 
developer, Solect Energy Development, post a five-year, 
$38,000 bond to ensure that proper landscaping and other 
maintenance will be paid for, should the developer walk 
away from the project within the five years. 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson 
noted, however, that the developer is still on the hook 
for maintaining the project for life. Other measures 
will be taken, should something requiring emergency 
maintenance occur past the five-year mark. The town, he 
said, would tax-lien the property and go out to bid for 
someone to fix such a problem. 

Additionally, the panel voted that Solect Energy 
Development post a $270,000 decommissioning bond. 
But it also approved all five waivers the developer was 
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requesting with approval of the project’s Special Permit 
and Site Plan Review application. 

The board will now work on a draft decision, 
Johnson told project representative Jose Pacheco of Green 
Seal Environmental, Inc. The panel will discuss the draft 
at its next meeting, then render a decision at the meeting 
after that. 

The canopy-mounted large-scale solar photo- 
voltaic system will be built over the rear parking lot of the 
Rochester Memorial School. This installation will measure 
222 feet long by 438 feet wide, be supported by seven 
columns and will be built on 13.7 acres, Pacheco said in a 
previous hearing. 

The work will take place within a Residential / 
Agricultural District, a Groundwater Protection District 
and inside the Mattapoisett River Valley Watershed. 
Pacheco said he has yet to receive a letter of endorsement 
from the MRV Water District. Johnson noted that letter 
will likely be received before the board’s decision vote. 

The board began the public meeting by approving 
the amended special permits for two solar, photo-voltaic 
system installation permits for projects on Featherbed 
Lane and Braley Hill Road. It then reappointed Gary 
Florindo as its representative on the Soil Board. 

The subject of the town’s evolving Access to 
Town Counsel policy led to a suggestion from board 
member Ben Bailey, who has vocally objected to the policy 
language that only the chairperson of a board, not its 
members, are allowed to pose questions to Town Counsel 
through the town administrator. 

Johnson noted the next interdepartmental 
meeting that will talk on the policy won’t be for another 
six months. Bailey, nonetheless, aired his current proposal. 
He said the new Town Counsel, Mead, Talerman and 
Costa, LLC, should submit regular accounting of the costs 
of its legal service to see how much the law firm’s legal 
advice is costing the town. 

“We pay the $8,000 a month,” Bailey said. “I want 
us to see what we are paying for.” He then reiterated his 
main complaint against the current policy as written, that 
Town Counsel attorney Jay Talerman said allowing board 
members such access to legal opinions would “create 
chaos.” 

Bailey likened Talerman’s response to treating 
board members like himself like children. “I want to know 
where our money’s going now,” Bailey said. “And Id like 
to see an accounting monthly.” 

The Rochester Planning Board’s next regular 
meeting, which will feature a hearing on zoning bylaw 
changes, will be held on Tuesday, April 11, at 7:00 pm at 
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the Town Hall, 1 Constitution Way. 


EMC Needs Green Light on Solar 
Marion Energy Management Committee

The Marion Energy Management Committee 
wants to build a solar farm on a 1.4-acre patch of land at 
Benson Brook that eight years ago had been vetted by the 
Conservation Commission for the purpose of a leaf dump. 

In his research, committee member Bill Saltonstall 
discovered that hay bales bordering the site against the 
adjacent wetland area were the result of an Order of 
Conditions issued by the commission in response to a 
Notice of Intent filed by the town. 

Saltonstall figures that a solar farm located safely 
inside the area would be able to supply approximately 
two-thirds of the approximate 500 megawatt hours it 
takes to run the Wastewater Treatment Plant's electricity. 

He told the EMC during its public meeting on 
Monday that Department of Public Works Director Becky 
Tilden told him the DPW has no plans for the site, which 
was briefly considered as one of the options for the DPW’s 
new operations center planned to sit a quarter-mile west 
on the opposite side of the Wastewater Treatment Plant. 

Committee member Tom Friedman, an engineer 
newly out of the solar business, advised Saltonstall to 
seek 1.5 to 2 acres of land. “That’s with contingencies for 
all of the space and switchgears (changing of electrical 
equipment),” he said. 

“J think we could take this to the Conservation 
Commission for their approval,” said Saltonstall. “I’m 
at the point where I need to learn what this project 
might cost, and I think I need to develop a list of solar 
developers who could give us a proposal on the site.” 

Committee member Eileen Marum shared 
concern over getting a developer interested in such a 
small parcel. 

According to Saltonstall, the Sippican Lands Trust 
and a private party own parcels between the targeted lot 
and Route 6. “There’s no house anywhere near there, but 
a house could be built close to it,” said Saltonstall. 

The whole push to power Marion’s municipal 
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buildings with electricity has proven complicated, partly 
because the town’s contract with Future Generation Wind 
(the large turbines visible from Route 25 in Wareham) has 
over the past four years inclusive provided 93%, 91%, 75% 
and approximately 80% of the town’s electric power. 

“It’s a difficult moving target. ... I’m not sure what 
size project we ought to build exactly. We ought to define 
more exactly what that 100% (threshold constitutes),” said 
Saltonstall. 

Marum, who also holds a seat on the Bylaw 
Codification Committee and the Planning Board, 
confirmed that there is no time in the Town Meeting 
calendar to make changes in the bylaw. 

Saltonstall said the Select Board supports the idea

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of the EMC learning more about what it can do. “Beyond 
that, I’m not sure what we can do,” he said. 

EMC Chairman Christian Ingerslev said the 
committee will need permission to initiate a negotiation 
with a contractor. Saltonstall suggested the EMC write the 
Select Board about the matter. 

Ingerslev was waiting to hear back on a Green 
Communities grant that would upgrade the transformer 
and outdated temperature controls at the Wastewater 
Treatment Plant. 

Saltonstall reported that Marion now has in place 
a new contract for electric power but said the price has 
gone up from 9 to 13 cents per kilowatt hour. He said the 
EMC had difficulty obtaining a price (9.5/KWh) from an 
energy aggregator. The new plan, estimated Saltonstall, 
could cost the town $30,000 to $40,000 for the year. 

“We need some professional advice,” said 
Saltonstall, citing Financial Director Judy Mooney’s 
agreement with his suggestion that the Southeastern 
Regional Planning and Economic Development District 
(SRPEDD) would provide a great help to towns looking at 
complicated electricity. The residents’ rate also expires at 
the end of year and needs to be negotiated, said Ingerslev. 

Marum reported having noticed two car-charging 
stations in the parking lot of the new Travis Roy Student 
Center at Tabor Academy. During Planning Board 
adjudication, she recalled asking Tabor for 25 stations and 
after being turned down, asked that the necessary wiring 
be placed in the ground in anticipation of the inevitable. 
“They decided no, they would probably go with four,” 
she told the EMC. 

Having appeared with Alanna Nelson before the 
Select Board on March 7, Marum and Saltonstall chalked 
it up as a positive meeting. Marum recalled giving 
new Town Administrator Geoff Gorman a historical 
background of the EMC, including recent work with heat 
pumps, LED streetlights and installations, saving the 
town nearly $1,500,000. “For a small town, I think that 
was a significant amount,” said Marum. 

Saltonstall’s brother who lives in Maine has been 
studying ways people there can capitalize money made 
available for preventing inflation. He said his brother 
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is putting together a “cookbook” to take to several 
communities to explain how they can use government- 
sponsored incentive programs. Since many of the 
programs are federal, Saltonstall thinks Marion will gain 
valuable information. 

In a switch from the traditional 5:00 pm start, 
the next meeting of the Marion Energy Management 
Committee was scheduled for Monday, April 24, at 6:00

Community Grants Being Advanced 
Mattapoisett Community Preservation Act Committee

After months of review and face-to-face 
discussions with applicants, the Mattapoisett Community 
Preservation Act Committee was ready to make 
their decisions on the five grant requests received for 
FY24 Town Meeting. The fate of each request will be 
determined by an affirming majority vote on May 8 at the 
Annual Town Meeting. 

Applications for grants may cover a wide variety 
of projects from land acquisitions to playgrounds, from 
cemetery needs to housing units and certainly not to be 
forgotten are all things related to the historic themes the 
town holds so dear, such as the iconic swordfish which 
received funding in FY23. 

The groups, committees and organizations 
filing applications for FY24 were: Mattapoisett River 
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Hathaway Road 


Valley Water District (land season in support of 
the Mattapoisett River Valley Water Supply Resilience 
Project); Christian Church, corner of Church and Baptist 
Streets (repairs and renovations); Mattapoisett Historical 
Commission (Phase 1 — historic town-wide inventory); 
American Legion Post 280 (ADA-compliant building 
improvements) and Mattapoisett Housing Authority 
(structural repairs and improvements to Village Court.) 
The MRV Water District is a four-town agency 
whose role in the communities of Fairhaven, Marion, 
Mattapoisett and Rochester is to explore and manage 
processes and procedures that help to protect, improve 
and expand freshwater resources within the district. To 
that end, Mattapoisett Water and Sewer Superintendent 
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Henri Renauld, a member of the MRV Water District 
Commission and MRV Water Supply Protection Advisory 
Committee, submitted a grant request in the amount of 
$85,000 to help fund the purchase of some 151 acres in 
Mattapoisett along Long Plain and Acushnet Roads. 

This request is part of the larger initiative, the 
resilience project in which Mattapoisett, in partnership 
with the Buzzards Bay Coalition, secured a state grant 
in the amount of $4,500,000 for the purchase, along with 
the MRV’s donation of $150,000, the BBC’s $965,000, the 
towns of Fairhaven, Marion and Acushnet all seeking 
$85,000 in CPA grants from their respective communities, 
and Rochester pitching in $70,000 for a total of $6,025,000. 

The CPAC questioned Renauld on the process 
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used for the consortium for the purchase price, asking 
would the conservation restriction planned for the 
acreage be into perpetuity, what would become of the red 
brick farmhouse used as rental property and would the 
Acushnet Road farm stand operated by Winterbottom 
Farm remain in place. 

The CPAC learned that the project lead is the 
Buzzards Bay Coalition, that none of the acreage could be 
carved out for an affordable-housing project due to the 
conditions by upon the state (MVP) grant and that the 
property will be open to the public for passive recreation 
purposes, much of which will be managed by the BBC. 

In the letter submitted with the grant application, 
Renauld wrote, “... the project directly abuts drinking- 
water supply wells for Mattapoisett, Marion and 
Fairhaven and will protect current gaps in the assemblage 
of water-supply protection land.” 

While the CPAC remained concerned about the 
future of the red brick farmhouse and lands used for the 
growing of food crops that supply the seasonal farmstand, 
they unanimously agreed that the grant should be 
funded. As Chairman Chuck McCullough framed it, “It’s 
like we (Mattapoisett) are getting 151 acres for $85,000.” 

Also moved for inclusion on the FY24 warrant 
were $38,000 for the Christian Church, $15,000 for the 
Mattapoisett Historical Commission, $42,000 for the 
American Legion Post 280 and $150,000 for the structural 
renovation to Village Court/ Mattapoisett Housing 
Authority. 

McCullough explained that at Town Meeting each 
grant will be defended by its author and that questions 
from the floor are anticipated for some grant requests. 


Tree Cutting Approved in Right of Way 
Marion Conservation Commission

Scott Rassoulian was voted an Order of 
Conditions for tree and brush cutting he applied to 
conduct for the sake of access to a right of way shared 
with other residents abutting his 195A Converse Road 
home. 

The decision, made by the Marion Conservation 
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Commission during a March 22 public hearing, followed 
painstaking explanations to abutters regarding the limits 
of the ConCom’s purview in a case that heard abutters call 
property rights into question. 

Commissioner Shaun Walsh recommended an 
Order of Conditions stipulating that only the trees and 
vegetation specifically designated for removal on the plan 
of record may be cut. Those include: a 12-inch-diameter 
twin tree, an 8-inch-diameter tree, 6- and 12-inch-diameter 
Arborvitaes and a 4-foot bush to be cut in a west-to-east 
direction. 

The second condition in Walsh’s motion 


stipulated that only brush within the 10-foot-wide right 
of way that impedes the applicant's ability to access the 
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shore, including carrying a canoe, kayak or similarly 
small vessel may be cut. A third condition stated that 

no vegetation seaward of/or within 10 feet landward 

of the delineated wetland line as shown on the plan of 
record may be cut. “The last 10 feet, no cutting,” said 
Walsh. A fourth condition stated that the ground surface 
shall remain vegetated, meaning no digging, grinding, 
grubbing of roots or disturbance of soil would be allowed. 

The fifth condition stated that trees shall be cut 
flush to the ground, and cutting of brush and vegetation 
shall be no closer than 1 inch from the ground surface. 
Placement of loam, sand, soil or seed is not permitted by 
the Order of Conditions, and no heavy machinery will 
be allowed within 30 feet of the bordering, vegetated 
wetland line. 

Special conditions also include storm-damage 
prevention and flood control because the project is on 
land subject to coastal-storm flowage and buffer zones. 

Rassoulian’s Notice of Intent application sought 
the removal of the trees, shrubs and brush, explaining 
through representative Stevie Carvalho of New Bedford- 
based Farland Corp. that the project site is located on 
a 10-foot-wide right-of-way on the northeast corner of 
the property. Carvalho said the cutting would make 
Rassoulian’s right of way accessible and that there would 
be no excavation involved. 

Having visited the site, Conservation Commission 
Chairman Jeff Doubrava suggested that some of the 
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cutting planned falls outside the scope of what is required 
to make the right of way accessible. He asked if the 
“pookend” trees really need to come down. 

Carvalho displayed a part of the botanist’s report 
that said two of the trees at that location appear dead and 
though he had not been to the site, questioned if it is a 
safety issue. Doubrava asked if there is a more-minimal 
way to achieve the opening of the right of way and 
referenced interested abutters. 

Walsh suggested the vetting process steer 
away from a negotiations process with abutters and 
focus on whether the application is permittable. 

He referenced a case that determined that the state 
Department of Environmental Protection is not the 
arbiter of property disputes, nor does MassDEP grant 
property rights. MassDEP, he said, only issues a permit 
that determines whether or not work that is proposed is 
essentially compliant with the Wetlands Protection Act. 
A “landowner,” he said, “encompasses anybody with 

a deeded right of way, an easement or a property right 
that’s considered to be less than a “fee interest.” 

Walsh stated that Carvalho’s inclusion of copies 
of deeds prove that the applicant has a deeded right to 
use the 10-foot right of way in common with others. “But 
what's important for everybody to know is that doesn’t 
give those other people who have a right of access the 
right to veto what somebody else is proposing to do. 
That would defeat the right of way,” explained Walsh, 
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an attorney. “If folks think that they have a right to do 
something or to prevent others from doing something, 
they have to go to court for that. That doesn’t have any 
bearing on the Conservation Commission’s evaluation of 
a project.” 

Commissioners Emil Assing and Matt Schultz 
supported the project but shared concerns, Assing 
regarding how tree stumps would be left and Schultz the 
treatment of the cleared areas. 

Conservation Agent Doug Guey-Lee 
acknowledged Walsh’s legal expertise on the matter 
and noted that the second condition of any Order of 
Conditions states that the order does not grant any 
property rights or any exclusive privileges, and it does 
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not authorize any injury to private property or invasion of 
private rights. 

Representing abutter Greta Hardina, engineer Bill 
Madden said there is a utility pole not shown on the site 
plan, along with a guide wire wrapped in vines that lands 
in the right of way. Noting the 10-foot width, he asked 
what methodology would be used to remove the trees 
without impacting neighboring properties in the wetlands 
buffer zone. 

Madden said no methodology nor plan to grind 
stumps was included in the NOI and asserted that ground 
stumps will over time leave an impression not conducive 
to passage. Having visited the site, Madden also said the 
brush appears in two locations to include stones needing 
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removal. Estimating 7 feet of width between the trees, he 
questioned whether the access needs to be 10-feet wide. “I 
think there’s an alternative to minimize the activity ...,” he 
said. 

Madden suggested methodology be included in 
an Order of Conditions. 

Hardina asked, stating the property belongs as 
much to her as to the applicant, why she is not signing off 
before the proposal can be vetted. 

“The trees are not dead. There’s not three little 
Arborvitaes, there’s cedar trees, Junipers that have been 
there since I was a child,” said Hardina, stating that there 
is “a bunch of habitat” on the site. “They absolutely have 
plenty of room to pass without taking down these trees.” 

Hardina said she and Rassoulian spoke about 
water access when he moved in and that Rassoulian said 
he planned to cut down trees on his own property and 
offered to cut down any that Hardina wanted cut down as 
well. “So you have to understand why we’re questioning 
this, it’s more about his view,” said Hardina. “There’s 
plenty of room to pass by without cutting down any trees, 
and that’s been offered since day one. And I will still 
advocate for that.” 

Abutter William Ducas said his view on trees is, 
“if they have to be cut down and it’s permitted, great. 

I’m a big believer that a similar-type tree or a better tree 
be planted somewhere near there. I don’t know if this is 
the right committee to impose that responsibility, but that 
would be something I’d be very keen on if Ihave a right 
to speak to it.” 

Doubrava cautioned the public that the 
commission would not be speaking about the land or 
rights of way, only the wetlands impact. 

“The reason the property ownership is not 
relevant is because conservation commissions and 
MassDEP do not have the legal authority to make any 
ruling with respect to property ownership,” explained 
Walsh. “That's the law, it’s abundantly clear.” 

Resident Margot Mims told the commission that 
foxes have been in and out of the marsh in the area and 
said she would hate to “have too much going on down 
there and mucking up the habitat.” 
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Abutter Mark Ross agreed with Madden that the 
trees do not need removal for the sake of Rassoulian’s 
access to the water. 

In other business, S&S Ventures LLC’s restoration 
plan at 694C Mill Street has been accepted by the 
commission. A previously issued Enforcement Order will 
be left open. The same applicant’s Notice of Intent for 
reconstruction of a single-family house at that address 
was voted an Order of Conditions. Representative Dave 
Davignon of Schneider, Davignon & Leone Inc. presented 
changes in the site plan, and Brad Holmes of ECR 
Environmental Restoration also spoke to the application. 
Assing moved to include a continuing condition that the 


boulders on the site plan be maintained. 

The commission also voted to approve changes in 
Sippican Lands Trust’s site plan for the clearance of trees 
and stumps, removal of topsoil and placement of a gravel 
base with stone surface to construct a parking area inside 
a 33-acre parcel off Mill Street. 

Clayton Bosch was issued a full Certificate of 
Compliance for work performed at 2 Sassamon Trail. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for Wednesday, April 12, at 7:00 
pm at the Police Station on Route 6 and accessible via 
Zoom. 
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Controversial Books Approved 
ORR School Committee

After Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
member Matthew Monteiro explained his December, 2022, 
request for review of 10 controversial books currently 
accessible in local public school libraries was motivated 
by a desire to achieve transparency, he presented a 
16-minute argument for their inclusion during the 
committee’s March 15 public meeting. 

Committee member Joseph Pires issued a 
brief rebuttal, followed by member Jason Chisholm’s 
comments confessing concern tempered by his 
recommendation that the vetting process remain in the 
hands of those selected to make such decisions. 

The outcome was a series of votes that approved 
all 10 books under review: “All Boys Aren’t Blue,” 
“Beyond Magenta,” “Flamer,” “Gender Queer,” “Lawn 
Boy,” “Let’s Talk About It,” “Out of Darkness,” “The 
Absolutely True Diary of a Part-Time Indian,” “The Bluest 
Eye,” and “The Hate U Give.” 

Chisholm, Monteiro, ORR School Committee 
Chairperson Michelle Smith, Vice Chairperson Frances- 
Feliz Kearns and members Rosemary Bowman, Margaret 
McSweeny and James Muse voted to approve all 10 books 
under review. Committee member April Nye voted to 
approve all, except “Gender Queer.” Pires voted no on 
eight of the 10 books, voting to approve “The Hate U 
Give” while abstaining from voting on “The Absolutely 
True Diary of a Part-Time Indian.” 

Before arguments were made and votes taken, 
Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson summarized the 
process through which the School Committee’s previously 
adopted policies related to Policy I.J.R. “Reconsideration 
of Instructional Resources” was being challenged. The 
decisions, said Nelson, are good for three years before 
they become subject to further appeals. 

“I do not agree that these books are obscene 
or problematic, and I support the representation of 
marginalized communities,” said Monteiro, prefacing the 
explanation for his request. “But my opinions are those of 
one individual. It is time that these books go through the 
process of review so that all can be satisfied that they have 
been evaluated, and people’s concerns can be addressed. 
... And, I expect the review process will be fair.” 

Monteiro stressed that he was not part of the 
deliberation on the books by the Standards Committee 
but still sought further review by the School Committee at 
large for the sake of transparency. 

“These books are not pornography, they’ re 
accurate depictions of sexual experiences,” said Monteiro, 
stating that the remedy to pornography’s harms is 
education and accurate information rather than shielding 
learners. He argued against the idea that the books under 
review present harm to students by noting how long each 
of them have been on school library shelves, one dating 
back to 2008. 
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Referencing his master’s degree in clinical 
psychology, Monteiro said he has worked with children 
from ages 4-17 and adults of all ages but has never been 
sought for treatment of a person for exposure to a novel. 
Acknowledging people’s addiction to video games and/ 
or pornography, Monteiro differentiated the books under 
review as novels with limited sexual content. 

Comparing exposure to sex in the novels under 
review to the dangers of eating meat or playing contact 
sports, Monteiro rhetorically asked if sports should 
be banned and only vegan meals served in the school 
cafeteria. He said no one is required to read the books 
under review and argued that making the books under 
review unavailable to all students is not giving parents 
control but rather taking it away. 

Monteiro also read passages from “The 
Canterbury Tales” and the Bible as examples of explicit, 
sexual content that has been in high school libraries for 
many years. He said that those books should be subjected 
to the same scrutiny as the novels up for committee 
review. He argued that other, more-modern books such 
as “Lady Chatterley’s Lover,” “Game of Thrones” and 
some Stephen King novels warrant the same attention. 
Monteiro concluded that opposing viewpoints are 
politically motivated. 

None of the books under review, he stated, were 
donated to the school libraries. Had any of them been 
donated, said Monteiro, it would have been vetted by the 
librarian. Monteiro’s final remarks drew applause from 
some audience members. 

Upon conclusion of Monteiro’s lengthy statement, 
Smith introduced the 10 votes, the first to see if a motion 
would be made to keep “All Boys Aren’t Blue” in the 
library. After the motion was seconded, Pires thanked 
Monteiro for laying out what he said is the thinking 
process of some members of the committee but not 
himself. 

“If you’re not horrified by what you just heard, 
I’m sorry. The majority does not feel the way Matt 
Monteiro feels,” said Pires, also drawing applause for 
his remarks. “I’m extremely disappointed because if 
you know me, I like to meet in the middle. I like to 
compromise, and the fact that no one on this board has 
even moved an inch ... to adhere or understand or meet 
you halfway, how can we work this out? That’s never 
been on the table. It’s unfortunate that a parent’s rights 
are being superseded to protect their child’s innocence. 
That’s all I have to say.” 

Acknowledging that opposing opinions on the 
matter have been heard extensively for months, Chisholm 
told the committee he was conflicted. 

“Our society has become drastically 
oversexualized, and that’s not a new thing. I also 
recognize that we have people and a process in place, 
and we’ ve selected the right people - one way or another 
these people have been selected based on credentials, 
experience and knowledge, and they are empowered to

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manage this process,” said Chisholm. “Now I can tell you 
as a parent, as a Christian, I do have some challenges with 
some of the content and some of the imagery within these 
books. But I can’t ignore that first point ... we have people 
in place to manage the process. 

“I find comfort in allowing those people to do 
their job for one simple reason: The moral compass and 
the expectations of my children are set by myself and my 
wife, no one else. If I have an issue with any of the content 
or the materials presented in these books, what's on TV, 
what’s on social media, what some neighbors may say, I 
deal with it with my wife and my children directly. And I 
believe in the power of that.” 

With that, Chisholm told the committee he would 
vote to approve. 

Smith thanked the Standards Committee for its 
work on 13 books, 10 of which were voted upon March 
15. 

Pires told the School Committee, “We should 
raise some real concerns with the qualifications of the 
Standards Committee.” Smith asked for his suggestion in 
writing. 

During Open Comment toward meeting’s end, 
Thomas Kearns of Mattapoisett articulated support of 
Monteiro’s contentions that were expressed at length 
earlier. Pires, whose opposing viewpoints were referenced 
in Kearns’ remarks, responded at which point Smith 
interrupted to restore the prescribed order (Open 
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Charles C. Davis, 55, of Marion passed 
away unexpectedly at home on March 23, 
2023. He was the son of the late Charles R. 
and Lucia C. (Jenkins) Davis.

Vanessa Miller of Marion did not support the 
vote, saying her autistic son will repeat what he hears 
other students talking about and mimic the images in 
the books reviewed. She called the books amoral and 
disgusting and said common sense was lacking among 
the experts who managed the approval process. 

Karen Thomas of Rochester asked why the book 
“Beyond Magenta,” recommended for ages 14 and up, is 
accessible in the ORR Junior High library. By implication, 
she defended Pires, recalling his statement from months 
ago that he is not in favor of banning books. “What we 
wanted was concern for 400 parents,” she said, pointing to 
a possible survey. She accused the committee of shutting 
down Pires’ request that the community be involved in 
the process. 

Another resident asserted that the School 
Committee has willfully ignored its own policies that 
would vet book donations. 

A student from Rochester spoke in favor of the 


books and told meeting attendees that if they are not in 
favor of the books, to keep their children away from them, 
something Monteiro stressed remains within parental 
purview. In an emotional plea, the student asserted that 
there are many books in the school library that are not 
being debated but are far more sexually explicit and asked 
for consistency from the controversial books’ critics. 

In other business, the ORR School Committee 
unanimously voted to maintain the maximum allowable 
limit of 125 School Choice students for the 2023-24 
academic year. 

There are 103 total School-Choice students in 
2022-23. Nelson anticipates 19 will graduate this June 
from ORR. He recommended modifying two of the caps 
so that Grade 7 will be allowed a maximum of 20 new 
School Choice students and in Grade 8 no more than five. 
Preference will be given to Grades 7, 8 and 9. As of March 
15, ORR had already received 25 applications to fill slots 
presumably available for the 2023-24 academic year. 

In separate votes, the School Committee approved

Leda. Starring Adeline Thery and Nicolle Marquez. 
Directed by Samuel Tressler IV. Running time: 75 
minutes. No MPAA rating. Coming to physical and 
streaming home media on April 11. 

Maryland has provided a gritty, grubby backdrop 
to productions ranging from HBO’s The Wire to the 
whole of John Waters’ portfolio, but it may never have 
looked so enchanted, so freshly peeled from a book of 
fairy tales, as it does in the experimental indie film Leda. 
Director /cowriter Samuel Tressler IV, who devoted 
five years of his life to the project, films in and around 
the woods and lakes and mansions of a Maryland that 
passes for Anywhere. The milieu appears to be timeless, 
though set in a world predating technology. The harshly 
gorgeous atmosphere (Nick Midwig did the largely black- 
and-white cinematography) reminded me of Kenneth 
Patchen’s bothersome verse “Come now, my child, if we 
were planning to harm you, do you think we’d be lurking 
here beside the path in the very darkest part of the 
forest?” 

Is anything planning to harm Leda (Adeline 
Thery)? She seems haunted in general. Her father 
perished in a fox-hunt accident; her mother fell ill and 
died before that. Now she drifts around her property, 
sometimes visibly pregnant, having upsetting visions 
mostly involving a swan, though an egg also puts in a 
few appearances, in perhaps the most ominous use of that 
object since Alien. In Greek mythology, of course, Leda 
was a Spartan queen impregnated by Zeus; in the form 
of a swan, he “seduced” her, we are often told, softening 
the reality of the encounter as rape. (Can consent be freely 
given to a god, especially one as legendarily concupiscent 
and sensitive to offense as the king of Mount Olympus?) 

Leda’s cousin (Nicolle Marquez) comes to stay 
with her and look after her. There is a man who does 
some picking up around the mansion, and perhaps more. 
Leda keeps passing into daydreams or nightmares usually 
having to do with water. She swims in, bathes in, washes 
with, and at certain points walks on the stuff. Sometimes 
she stays submerged for so long we hope the actress has 
good lungs. Such spoilsport thoughts may only occur 
to those of us who view the film in less than optimal 


conditions. Leda is ideally screened in anaglyph 3D — the 
sort that requires red/ cyan glasses — with a stereo system 
that does justice to the enveloping sound process; it has 
been designed as an immersive art experience. I viewed it 
in plain ol’ 2D on my laptop and heard it through earbuds 
— getting the very least of the meat, you could say — but 
to be honest, this is how most people from here on out are 
going to watch it. And they’ll have to make do with the 
no-frills version I saw. 

Leda is clearly an audiovisual riff, and a 
spectacular one; Tressler has an eye, an ear, and a soul for 
art. The narrative, though, such as there is, tends toward 
the abstract and sometimes into the opaque. We see the 
man on the floor scrubbing at a spot. This may or may not 
signify something other than itself. But the child inside 
us who’s being told a story wants to know who the man 
is and what his function in the story is — why is he here? 
(Eventually we find out, but he still seems like abstracted 
Man. The character’s name as per the credits is literally 
The Man.) It’s the rare but wonderful creation that 
satisfies on literal and metaphorical fronts; when someone 
pulls it off, it feels like a magic trick. 

Samuel Tressler is not that level of wizard yet, but 
he’s got 85% of his ducks in a row here. He can set and 
maintain a hypnotic mood, either soothing or needling — 
by the way, did I mention the film has no dialogue or even 
narration? Not a human word is heard, though the nature- 
driven sound design, with all its raindrops dappling the 
serene surface of a lake, disqualifies Leda from being a true 
silent film. Anyway, Tressler goes a long way here on tone 
and visual /aural poetry. But some of the meanings seem 
still locked up in Tressler’s heart. This or that image may 
mean more to him than it could to us. Artists want us to 
see what they see, but sometimes they forget to set the 
scene, do the primitive foundational work of the tale told 
round the fire, and we get lost in a strange landscape that 
seems very routine and familiar to them, but...

The Mattapoisett School Committee voted during 
its March 20 public meeting to approve Superintendent 
of School Mike Nelson’s proposed FY24 school budget of 
$7,842,346. 

The figure above includes $98,922 for Bristol 
Agricultural High School, which is not included in the 
general operating budget of $7,743,425. The operating 
budget represents an increase of $208,382 (2.77%) over the 
FY23 total ($7,535,043. ) 

Howie Barber, ORR’s assistant superintendent 
for Finance and Operations, told the committee during 
the public hearing that preceded the vote that the Old 
Rochester Regional administration’s goal has been to 
provide a zero-based budgetary method, while listening 
to administrators for school and department goals 
including new curriculum initiatives needing planning, 
along with review and recognition of budgetary shortfalls. 

In sharing a budgetary comparison between 
fiscal years 2023 and 2024, Barber displayed how different 
departments compare. 

The FY24 Center School operating budget of 
$3,077,558 indicates a $20,789 increase over FY23, but 
Old Hammondtown’s FY24 budget figure of $2,417,689 
represents a $112,807 increase over FY23. 

Facilities ($837,659 in FY24) is up $119,704 from 
FY23, Central Office ($252,911 for FY24) is up $41,800 from 
FY23 and Technology ($166,494 in FY24) is up $13,778 
from FY23. By contrast, Student Services ($465,614 in 
FY24) is down $77,195 from FY23, and Transportation 
($525,500 in FY24) is down $23,300 from FY23. 

While English and Math departments are 
proposing increases in excess of $100,000 each for FY24, 
Mattapoisett voters are being asked to spend almost 
$300,000 less on teachers’ salaries ($1,548,050, down from 
$1,847,286 in FY23.) Barber explained the difference in 
terms of reallocation of teachers to departments where 
they are needed.

Exclusions from the FY24 operating budget 
featured: Bristol Aggie and funds from offsets such as 
Federal Entitlement grants, including students who 
benefit from the Individuals with Disabilities Act (IDEA at 
$100,837), Early Childhood Special Education funds and 
ESSER III ($25,000.) 

Other budget offsets include Revolving Funds 
derived from the School Choice program ($70,000), Project 
GROW tuitions and school-building rentals and circuit 
breaker ($232,684.) 

Two Mattapoisett students attending Bristol 
Aggie as of October 1, 2022, cost $22,010 each in tuition 
and $5,401 each in debt service, along with $44,100 in total 
transportation costs. 

Student enrollment in Mattapoisett Schools is 
down 2.36% from 424 in FY23 to 414 for FY24. 

The town is looking at $992,801 in Chapter 70 
state aid for FY24, an increase of $12,420 (1.27%) over 
FY23. Barber reminded the School Committee that being 
the governor’s proposal, the number could change. 

When Barber concluded his budget summary, 
Chairperson Carly Lavin opened the floor to the public.

“We believe it will meet our FY24 needs for the 
reasons Mr. Barber stated,” said Nelson. 

Lavin sought clarification on the effects of the 
budget on curriculum. 

After a unanimous vote approving the proposed 
budget, the committee also voted to approve the transfer 
of $70,000 in revenue from the School Choice program. 

In other business, the School Committee began a 
series of discussions on School Choice for FY24. Nelson 
told the committee that the town is still waiting on the 
long-awaited report from the UMass Boston Collins 
Center concluding its study on Mattapoisett public 
facilities, including an analysis of potential school 
consolidation. 

The committee voted to approve the following: a 
$10,000 Safe and Supportive Schools Grant that enables 
self-assessment; a donation of 20 5-gallon plastic buckets 
to use as drums from the Home Depot in Dartmouth; 
donations from the Parent-Teacher Association, $6,075.75 
to repair the step at Old Hammondtown School and 
upgrade the basketball courts, $2,472.30 for two metal 
picnic tables and $2,220 for two soccer nets at Old 
Hammondtown. 

In her Chairperson’s Report, Lavin expressed 
appreciation to the ORR Administration for a well- 
organized job budgeting for the FY24 year. Lavin 
advocated for literacy, noting the drawback of less 
money to dedicate to READS specialists. She also asked 
the administration to look for opportunities to support 
working parents of students with more services. 

Nelson recognized participants and music 
directors for their work in the recent choral performance 
at ORR. 

In the Principals reports, Tavares was happy to 
note the student-faculty basketball game would finally 
settle on March 28 at the high school. A combined art 
show would happen at Center School on March 21.

Rochester Faces 2.7% School Budget Increase 
Rochester School Committee

The Rochester School Committee unanimously 
voted during its March 23 public meeting to approve 
Superintendent of School Mike Nelson’s proposed FY24 
school budget of $7,025,493. 

The figure above includes $200,563 for Bristol 
Agricultural High School, which is not included in the 
general operating budget of $6,816,930. The operating 
budget represents an increase of $179,137 (2.7%) over the 
FY23 total ($6,637,793.) 

ORR Assistant Superintendent of Finance and 
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Operations Howie Barber told the committee during 

the public hearing that preceded the vote that the Old 
Rochester Regional administration’s goal has been to 
provide a zero-based budgetary method, while listening 
to administrators for school and department goals, 
including new curriculum initiatives needing planning, 
along with review and recognition of budgetary shortfalls. 

Barber reported $411,636 in total offset funding 
for FY24, including a $152,802 circuit breaker, $111,334 
from the Individuals with Disabilities Act (IDEA), a 
$45,000 REAP grant, $35,000 in Project GROW (preschool) 
tuitions, $24,000 from rentals of Rochester Memorial 
School, $20,000 from ESSER III, $18,000 from Title 1 and 
an EEC grant of $5,500. 

In addressing changes to the FY24 school budget, 
Barber noted three factors: a maximized, zero-based 
budgeting process, planning for operational expenses and 
mandates costs. 

RMS will see six retirements from its academic 
staff at the end of the school year, and one of those 
positions will not be replaced. Barber said the savings are 
compounded by the canceled step increases among the 
retiring employees, some with 15-20 years in the system. 
The net decrease for FY24 is $108,000. 

A $67,000 increase in tuition-based programming 
is somewhat mitigated by a $47,000 increase in the circuit 
breaker, resulting in a net increase of $25,000 in student 
services.

Pretty much all of Rochester’s early settlers began 
as farmers. Even the owners of the gristmill and smithy 
had gardens and kept chickens and probably a cow. Like 
the original Pilgrims, many of these settlers had not been 
farmers in their former lives. While Rochester’s fields 
were good for pasturage, they weren’t as fertile as those 
in other areas. This made farming more challenging, so

plied other trades took on other jobs to supplement their 
incomes. 

Many of our residents came from the area of 
Kent in England, an area known for its shipbuilding. 
Also, some of the “first comers” came to town by way 
of Scituate and Marshfield where shipbuilding had been 
going on for 30 years. Given the poor quality of the early 
paths and roads and the proximity of the ocean, it made 
good sense to turn to boatbuilding, both because there 
was a market for selling ships and also using them for 
trade. 

Early on, the boats were both worked on and 
jointly owned by a group. Working during the winter, 
when farmers had more free time, each man’s skills and

Rochester could also lay claim to small sailing 
vessels. While the information on many have been lost to 
history, we know the sloop “Defiance” was a Rochester 
ship that began its voyage in 1771. Part of the reason that 
the vessels are hard to track is because Rochester at this 
time was not a “port.” A “port” at this point in time was 
a “place from which merchandise could lawfully leave 
or enter the country.” It was at these ports where records 
were kept and where proper papers that were carried on 
ships “to provide protection as a regular British craft” 
were handed out. 

Some records kept in Nantucket prior to the 
Revolution give information on ships built in Rochester. 
One was the “Rochester” which was purchased by 
Nathaniel Macy of Nantucket and which sailed from there 
in June, 1774. Unfortunately, the “Rochester” struck Great 
Point Rip and both ship and crew were lost at sea. This 
was not an uncommon fate with all the dangers that came 
with storms, privateers and the lack of navigational aids 
like charts, buoys 
and lighthouses.

The “Niger” 
weighed 437 tons 
and was built at 
“Holmes’s yard east
